The saaner ia which these large auabers ef pages were given t® as can create 
?robl«B3 of this aatare but in this case I do aet believe it did. The copies ef each 
■Bex wen* separated only by this rubber-bands. They were aet wrapped in any ether way. 
Fortunately the bands did aet break. My wife and I than worked en each Bex separately, 
putting each/re card or part ef a record in a separate file folder, identifying it by 
its sue; bar and the box identified by the slips within each rubber-band. Fro® this it 
appears certain that we did net aisidentify any batch. However, if each batch had been 
is a simple container, like a nanila envelope, the possibility weuii have be*a eliminated. 
While it weald have been much, easier for ns t© have you. sail those records prior experience 
is that packaging is often inadequate and there is dasage. I so late this a© there need 
be no future re petition of what causes extra work and tine and trouble for a®. We both 
have physical handicaps of whieh I have inferred you ia part. 7®u k sew of sy ®®dical 
situation aaa physical liaitatiens.
